Frightful Loss of Life Attends Early 


Morning Fire Which Destroys the 


Dewey Hotel. 


DOWN IN COLLAPSE 


Omaha, Neb., Feb. 28. — Fire, believed to have been 


caused by a gas explosion, cost fifteen or more lives here 
today and caused a loss of $250,000. 


The Dcwcy hotel, a second-class hostelry at 13th and 


Farnam streets was destroyed by fire which swept the 
three story building with a speed that precluded attempts 
at rescue. 


Some of the guests had time to reach the stairways 


but others were caught by the collapsing roof of the 
structure before they could be rescued from window sills 
on which they had taken refuge. 


Several of the victims jumped or fell from windows 


and met either instant death or mortal injury. 


But Half Accounted For. 


At noon only about twenty-five out of 


nixty persons estimated to have been in 
tin- building had been accounted for, but 
It was hoped tlmt the death list would 
be smaller tlmn at first estimated as it 
WHS known Unit a score or morn of those 
who had escaped left, tho neighborhood 
without revealing their identities. 


In addition to the loss on the hotel 


proper several business firms who had 
ttifir establishments i" the building »ut'- 
'rrcd. 


The fire Hlnrled in thn rear of tho 


Viilding, and it had gained tremendous 
aeadway before it was discovered.

the second floor, dragged her sister. Miss 
Alice lionnevie to a window. There 
Miss Bonnevie collapsed. Mrs. Hawkins

Driven Back by Flames. 


Jesse Nold, night clerk, opened the 


door of his office, on the second floor, 
when he .heard an explosion. 
He was 


driven back by smoks and flames. He 
attempted to arouse a few guests on 
that floor but soon had to seek the street 
to save/ his own life. 


The few guests who escaped from sec- 


ond-story windows or from the one en- 
trance on the Thirteenth street side did 
eo in scanty attire- They were carried 
to a drugstore across the street and to 


a nearhy restaurant and later cared for 
at neighboring hotcK 


Forty Bodies in Basement. 


That the basemen!, into which tho 


burning interior fell within hnlf an hour 
after the fire started, contains at least 
forty bodies, is tho belief of Fire Chief 
Palter. There. wa« no wny in which to 
reach them for bourn after the building 
collapsed. Only four bodies ver« recov- 
ered before .the Unities drove the firemen 
froui the building. 


When the firemen readied the burning 


hotel they saw a. number of pcrnonn at 
windows in thn two upper stories. Be- 
fore ladders could be raised, however, 
the, roof bpgnn to cave in nnd no one was 
rescued by the Indder men. 


Newspaper Carrier Hero. 


^7.7^<* Steisfl, a newspaper carrier, was 


one of the heroes of the lire. Before the 
firemen arrived he rushed into the build- 
ing and assisted the night clerk to arouse 
those who were asleep. 
Tio helped drng 


several 
half-da/ed persons 
from

building and then collapsed from the ef- 
fects of the smoke. Ue. was removed to 
a hospital and revived. 


.Tesse Xold, an employe of the hotel, 


probably saved the lives of twenty por- 
sors. He was awakened by the ?ry <>f 
fire and half dressed, hurried through 
the s:no;;u-l'l!c.d halls arousing guests. 
He got u number of persons out *.r t.i.o 
burning b^uilding, all of them hnlf clad.

ALONG THE CHEYENNE 


Pierre, S. IX, Feb. 28.—A metal plate, 


buried more than 1711 years ago by Chc- 
Vnlier de lu Vcndrie, of France, to mark 
bis explorations in this country and pro- 
claim the sovereignty of his king over 
the territory visitud bus just bc.un found 
on the bluffs of the Cheyenne river, near 
here. 


Jt was in 1741 that Chevalier de la 


Vendrie started on an exploration lor 
France in the Xcw AVorld, coming into 
the west by way of the great lakes. 


On leaving France Louis XV. <javy 


him a number of leaden zinc plate's to 
be buried at the various points he vis- 
ited. These were graven with the coat 
of arms of France nnd bore a Latin in- 
scription. 


It was known that De la. Vendrie 


went west as far ns the Koeky moun- 
tains and came back to the Missouri 
river at some point not far from the 
present site of this cit3", but the exact 
spot was unknown. At the point whero 
he reached the Missouri river his jour- 
nal shows thn.t he went to the top of ;i 
hill and buried one of the. plates. 


A few yivirs ago Bishop O'Oormon. of 


the Catholic church, in an address here, 
mentioned the fact of the visit of De la 
Vendrie, anc! said that at some time the 
plate he had buried on the hills along 
the Missouri river would he found. 


Another |.latc, according to Illy Cheva- 


lier, was buried on the bluffs of the 
Cheyenne rivi.r about sixty miles from 
the point where lit; reached the Mis- 
souri river.

The expression is strikingly Wilsonesque. both as to 
phrasing and attitude, and illustrates again the plain can- 
dor as well as the unassuming confidence <>).' the man who 
is about to assume a tremendous work entrusted to him 
by the Anieiican people. Mr. Wilson plainly has the ad- 
mirable attribute, of being willing to learn, and utter lack 
of the sort of false pretense that veils itself behind an as 
B«mption of knowledge, that he does not possess. .Me is 
going into untried fields, and he not only realizes the lim- 
itations that surround a lack of experience in them, but is 
SO willing to admit that lack of experience that in itself 
this constitutes no small degree of strength. 'But if Mr. 
Wilson is unfamiliar with Washington and the larger 
governmental affairs, let. it not be assumed that he is ap- 
proaching his new duties in timorous attitude'. He has 
manifested no disposition to shift burdens or to evade re- 
sponsibilities any more than he has assumed a know-it-all 
attitude.

Figures Compiled by Police 


Chiefs in National 


Crusade. 


40 HURT IN 24 HOURS 


Omnha, Neb. Feb. 28.—Fifty to sev- 


enty-live persons are belli;; killed in the 
l.'nitcd States every week, and forty to 
fifty are being injured every twenty-four 
hours by automobile mishaps, largely due 
to reckless driving, according to reports 
being compiled by duet of Police Dunn, 
of Omaha, for the use of the National 
Association of Police Chiefs in the fight 
of that orgauizazion to prevent motor 
car accidents. 


Chief Dunn has just made public the 


report of automobile accidents for the 
live, weeks ending January '23. and the 
statistics show that in that period 208 
persons met death in these mishaps, 
while 1.2.10 were injured. 
The number 


of accidents was 1,275. 


In this report are included only auto- 


mobile accident* which occurred in those 
cities and towns which maintain police 
organizations. According to Chief Dunn 
there are almost as many accidents in 
the country and in villages as there are 
in the cities and larger town?. 
j 
Nationwide Crusade Started. 


The National Association 
of 
1'olice 


Chiefs is preparing a nationwide, cru- 
sade against reckless nutomobiling and 
to Chief l)unn has been delegated the 
gathering of statistic?. At the coming 
annual convention of the r-hiefp. a set 
of laws will be prepared from the com- 
bined experience of all members of the 
association, and every city and town 
in the United States and Canada will be 
asked to place these in effect. 


In the five weeks covered by the re- 


port deaths from automobile accidents 
occurred in thirty-live states of the Cm- 
on and in three provinces of Canada. 
New Hampshire was the only slate in 
which there was neither death nor ac- 
cident. 


X-w York headed the list with 2S2 


accidents, in which sixty-two met death 
nnd 3K:t were injured. 
Pennsylvania's 


I'JO accidents were responsible for sev- 
enteen deaths and 
ll'.i 
injuries, 
nnd 


came second on the list. 


New Jersey, with only ninety.three 


accidents to her credit, killed nineteen. 
In 
Illinois there were fifty accidents, 


which resulted in twelve 
dentlm 
and 


eighty-four injuries. 
Fashionable Provi- 


dence was exceeded only by New York 
nnd San Francisco in tfie number of its 
accidents, Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston 
and other much Inrgpr cities being left 
far behind. 


Rhode Island Has Forty" Accidents. 
lUiode Island, small an it in, hud forty 


accidents, killed five persons and in- 
jured forty-two, while Texas reported 
only live accidents, no fatalities and only 
four injurici. 


Accidents nt r«ilro«d crossing* were 


resiwnsiblc for thirty-three umash-upa 
and sixty-five injuries and fatalities. 


Au nil indication of the alarming in- 


crease in the number of automobile ac- 
cidents, and the nicimoo of the- recklesg 
driver, Chief Dunn has called attention 
to th<! report issued *ome d«y» ago by 
Mr. Hill, president of the Iowa Slate 
Traveling Men's association, in which 
the members of that body were ealled 
upon to take noino action covering the 
havoc which automobiles ore working 
with the funds ns well us with the inctn- 
lier.s of the organization. 


Mr. Hill's statement was that forty- 


five per cent, of »1I dcot.h claims last year 
were, caused by automobiles, while fifteen 
per cent, of th« indemnity claims were 
from the same source, lu H>12 the Trav- 
eling Men's association in Iowa paid ben- 
efits to 67U members injured while oper- 
ating machines, 4Bi while passengers, 
and 157 members who were simply in- 
noeent bystanders 
when 
injured 
by 


others. A total of $50,000 was paid out 
last year by this association for auto- 
mobile accidents.
